Rugby World Cup winners 
Ben Cohen, Jason Robinson 
and Mike Catt will line up 
alongside a host of Northamp¬ 
tonshire sporting legends at 
Sixfields this Sunday for the 
inaugural Leon Barwell Foun¬ 
dation Trophy. 

The trio, who helped England 
lift the World Cup in October 
2003, will join fellow world 
cup winner Matt Dawson 
in the squads for the game, 
which will kick-off at the home 
of the Cobblers at 3pm.

A host of other sporting 
icons have pledged their sup¬ 
port to the Foundation by 
playing in the charity game, 
including Tim Rodber - the 


former Saints captain who 
guided the club to their his¬ 
toric Heineken Cup rugby tri¬ 
umph in 2000. 

Ex-Northampton Town 
footballers Chris Willmott, 
Craig Hinton, Ian Sampson 
and Kevin Wilson will also re¬ 
turn to Sixfields, while former 
Northants cricketers Allan 
Lamb, Mai Loye and Jeremy 
Snape will feature too. 

It is hoped the game will 
raise thousands for the Foun¬ 
dation, which has been set up 
by the Barwell family in mem¬ 
ory of former Saints chairman 
Leon Barwell, who died fol¬ 
lowing a battle with cancer in 
June 2013, aged 46. 

Tickets for the game will 
be available on matchday or 
in advance from the Cobblers 
and Saints ticket offices, the 
Royal & Derngate box office, 
and online atwww.ntfc.co.uk. 
Tickets are £10 for adults and 
£4 for concessions, with chil¬ 
dren aged seven and under ad¬ 
mitted free of charge.

‘Infected NHS blood 
killed five of my family’ 


A man from Northampton 
who caught hepatitis from 
infected NHS blood and has 
lost five cousins to the medi¬ 
cal disaster, is calling for more 
medical help for survivors. 
Matthew Harris, from Brix¬ 
worth, is a haemophiliac who 
has needed regular blood 
transfusions all his life. 

At some point in the 1970s 
or 1980s, he and six cousins, 
who were also born with the 
condition, all received infect¬ 
ed blood from the NHS. 

All of them caught chron¬ 
ic life-threatening illnesses, 
with five cousins dying in their 
teens or twenties. 

One cousin is now grave¬ 
ly ill with a long-term blood- 
borne disease and Mr Harris 
himself has battled the hepa¬ 
titis he contracted through a 
transfusion for more than 30 
years, massively altering his 
prospects in life. 

He said: “I can’t believe this 
was allowed to happen and 
kept hidden. 

“But most of all I can’t be¬ 
lieve there has been no ade¬ 
quate compensation for those 
who have died and whose lives 


are still affected every day. 

“This scandal has torn my 
family apart and to this day 
there is no proper acknowl¬ 
edgement of that.” 

A report on the NHS blood 
scandal as it related to Scot¬ 
land was published last week, 
to the anger of victims and 
their families who said it did 
not place blame on specific 
people or bodies. 

Some money has been of¬ 
fered and Prime Minister 


■ David Cameron last week 
apologised to victims of the 
NHS blood tragedy, follow¬ 
ing a Scottish report into the 
issue, saying it was some¬ 
thing that “should not have 
happened”. 

■ Between 1970 and 1991, 
contaminated NHS blood 
products caused an estimat¬ 
ed 32,700 people to be infect- 


David Cameron apologised 
on behalf of the Government. 

Mr Harris, now aged 43, 
said he wants access to the 
most up-to-date medicines. 

He said: “Nobody knows 
who will be in Government 
in May but I want them to fi¬ 
nally say we will get what we 
deserve. 

“I can’t get the newest 
drugs because only the most 
ill with cirrhosis are entitled. 
I’d like the Government to

way, most of whom were also 
infected with hepatitis C. 

■ The infections came from 
Factor VIII, a clotting agent 
developed in the 1970s to be 
used in blood products for 
haemophiliacs. 


pledge to invest to make that 
happen.” 

Mr Harris said he also 
wanted enough money to look 
after his family if the worst 
happens. 

“Because of my condition, 
I can’t get life insurance so, 
as things stand, my wife gets 
nothing when I die. 

“The least the Government 
can offer after what has hap¬ 
pened to my relatives is some 
financial security.”

Hybrid game suits 
footballers to a tee 


The first Footgolf course in 
Northamptonshire has kicked 
off with the help of a former 
Premiership football referee. 

Cold Ashby Golf Club has 
constructed the first course 
for the hybrid game, which is 
now open to the public. 

It will see players take on 
the least-used of the complex’s 
three sets of nine holes. 

By kicking a football, they 
will tee off from the same ar¬ 
ea as the traditional game 
and use the same fairways, 
but the hole length will be 
much shorter with specially- 
constructed greens in out-of- 
bounds areas. 

David Croxton, joint owner 
of Cold Ashby Golf Club, said: 
“It’s a halfway house between 
the two sports and something 
we thought would appeal to a 
broad range of people. 

“It’s not as precise a game 
as golf, but still requires a bit 



of skill. 

“We find that its those with 
footballing backgrounds that 
tend to be better at it.” 

As it would be extremely 
difficult to kick a football as 
far as striking a golf ball, the 
par three footgolf holes are 
only 50 yards long. 

Par four holes are 150 yards 
long and par fives are between 
200 and 250 yards long.

of special measures 



Principal of Thomas Becket Catholic School, Yvonne Lucey 


A secondary school in North¬ 
ampton has come out of 
special measures for the first 
time in two years after the 
principal took some “tough 
decisions” to raise standards. 

Thomas Becket Catholic 
School, which has been rated 
‘inadequate’ by Ofsted since 
March 2013, has moved up 
into the “requires improve¬ 
ment” category after a visit by 
inspectors in February. 

The school, which is cur¬ 
rently in the process of be¬ 
coming an academy, is run 
by principal Yvonne Lucey, 
who took over in September 

2013. 

Mrs Lucey told the Chron 
last June that she believed the 
school may be rated “good” 
by the end of 2015 due to the 
rapid improvement since her 
arrival.

it from last month states the 
principal has taken “some 
tough decisions to raise stand¬ 
ards since her arrival, and it 
is a school which continues to 
improve.” 

It states: “Students’ move¬ 
ment around the school is or¬ 
derly and they are polite and 
courteous towards each other, 
members of staff and visitors 


to the school. 

“Students’ achievement 
is good in English. They are 
taught well in this subject, and 
this aspect of subject leader¬ 
ship is strong. 

“Students’ spiritual, mor¬ 
al, social and cultural devel¬ 
opment is a strong aspect of 
students’ daily school life,” it 
added.

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£1million lost on 
empty homos 


More than £1 million has been 
lost on empty council houses 
in less than a year, a Freedom 
of Information request has 
revealed. 

According to figures up to 
February this year - week 46 
of the financial year - North¬ 
ampton Borough Council had 
lost out on £1,026,262.54 in 
void properties. 

Broken down, the figures 
showed an average loss of 
£22,000 to £25,000 per week 
since last April. The request 
also revealed that almost the 
same total - £1,341,654 - was 
lost in tenants’ rent arrears up 
to February. 

But while the council docu¬ 
mented 232 empty properties 
in February - the majority of 
which had been void for up to 
six months - at the same time 
there were 2,887 on the wait¬ 
ing list for housing. 


Northampton council 
housing campaigner Norman 
Adams said: “The question I 
often ask myself is whether 
the borough council is mak¬ 
ing the best use of the housing 
stock they currently have. 

“I don’t think they are, as 
they have homes standing 
empty and at the same time 
pay to have people in tempo¬ 
rary accommodation and liv¬ 
ing without a home. 

“This seems very wrong, 
when some of the properties 
have been empty and people 
need to be asking why.” 

Northampton Partnership 
Homes, which is responsible 
for the maintenance of the 
council’s housing stock, re¬ 
sponded that the high number 
of void properties was due 
to “major” redevelopment 
projects. 

A spokesman said: 
“Throughout the year we have 


tenants moving into and out of 
properties, which does mean 
we are never at a point where 
all of our homes are being 
lived in. 

“In the last year we have al¬ 
so been working on some ma¬ 
jor projects which has meant 
we have kept a number of 
properties empty. This has 
allowed us the time needed 
to consider all of the options 
available as we make thorough 
assessments ofthe work need¬ 
ed to plan the refurbishment 
or redevelopment these prop¬ 
erties. 

“We are taking the time 
needed to make the right deci¬ 
sion that will have the biggest 
benefit to tenants and the lo¬ 
cal community. 

“This is not a quick process 
and means these properties 
will show as empty, even if, at 
this point, they are not suita¬ 
ble or available to be let.”
